was situated in a shadowed angle of 


the room, and by some oversight a 


vial o f carbolic acid had been left 


near the place where he 
ordinarliy 


kept his cold prescription. 
Without 


noticing the mistake he uncorked the 


acid bottle and took a small swallow. 


The 
immediate 
scorching 
of 
every 


tissue touched by the 
fierce 
drug 


brought 011 a spasm of pain that a l­ 


most drove him distracted. 
Even in 


this state of mind Mr. Meek did, per­ 


haps, the wisest thing he could have 


done. 
He rushed into the cellar and 


drank a quantity of 
sweet cream, 


which not only had a soothing effect 


011 his burning throat and mouth, but 


it served to absorb all the acid that 


remained on those surfaces.

American and Japanese flags.

lantern parade, in which there were 
many flower floats, made an inspiring 
spectacle as thousands upon thousands 
of the little Japanese in

took part. 
All the Japanese ships were ou tlined 
In eiectric lights and each carried an 
American flag at its mainmast. 
Sev ­ 
eral dinners were giv en Su nday ev en 
ing in honor of the American officers, 
and of which the may or was host and 
Admiral Sperry the gu est of honor. 
This was followed by a grand baU 
giv en by Gov ernor Su fu of Managawa, 
at which 1,5 00 people were present. 
Du ring the cou rse of his speech at the 
dinner, Admiral Sperry said that the 
object of the cru ise w^s the dev elop­ 
ment of the fleet for peacefu l pu r­ 
poses. 
He believ ed that nothing was 
ev er lik ely to occu r to break the tra­ 
ditional friendship of America and 
Japan.

Miss Jean M. Gordon, factory in-

on indu striou s y ou ng woman, whom 
the political ring of 
New Orleans 
sou ght to hav e remov ed, bu t who still 
retained her office, doing splendid 
work for the poor. 
Harriet Stanton Blatch of New York 
made an eloqu ent plea for more atten­ 
tion to the indu strial training of y ou ng 
girls who are going ou t into the world 
to work .

As a mechanician Archimedes pro ­ 
duced the co rrect theo ry o f the lev er * 
and Inv ented no ’ess than fo rty Inter­ 
esting dev ices, including the endless I 
screw, the pump, the o rgan and the 
“burning 
glass,” 
with 
which 
latter 
no v el weapo n he is said to hav e set 
fire to the ships o f an enemy ’s fleet 
fro m a co nsiderable distance. Tile sto ­ 
ry is pro bably fabulo us, but no ne the I 
less interesting, as ex hibiting the faith 
o f the peo ple in the man and as indi­ 
cating the character o f his pursuits. 
As engineer Archimedes was lo o ked 
upo n as hardly less than a magician. 
He pro duced catapults which threw 
eno rmo us sto nes and heav y pikes at 
lo ng range into the rank s o f the enemy 
o r into his ships, and great derricks 
were built by him with which to lift 
the attack ing cro ft o ut o f w ater o r to 
upset it, destro y ing all o n bo ard. His 
pro po sed use o f the lev er meant the 
pro ductio n o f the inco nceiv able inv en­ 
tio ns iii machinery and engineering 
co nstructio n, and his o wn estim ate o f 
its impo rtance was ex pressed by the 
familiar quo tatio n, “Giv e me whereo n 
to stand and I will lift the earth.” 
Archimedes was the first and perhaps 
the mo st inv entiv e and greatest o f ( 
early engineers. 
H ts lev er still mo v es 
the wo rhL and his spirit is inherited 
by generatio ns o f the men who hav e 
m ade mo dern civ ilizatio n po ssible.— 1 
Cassier’s Magazine.
